REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious, a method of forming 
a select line in a NAND flash memory device, comprising the steps of: forming an 
interlayer insulating film on the entire structure and then forming contact holes through 
which a given portion of the first and second polysilicon layer is exposed; and burying 
the contact hole with a conductive material to form contact plugs and also forming a 
metal line connecting the contact plugs formed in the first and second contact holes in 
the interlayer insulating film, as required by independent claim 7.
